HAVE boon asked to 

say a few words on the 
‘work of a man who my 
justly be regarded as the 
Pioneer of a new era—tho 
wonderful age of inven 
tion snd discovery which, 
beginning about the mid 
dio. of the cightecnth 
entury, transformed an 
fagricultaral Britain into 
tho great industrial 
nation of to-day, This 
pionoer of a new era, as 
T have called him, wns 
‘Tands Watt, a native of Greenock, and one of 
‘the greatest names on Scotland's Roll of Fame 

Tm looking down the long vista of years at 
great man's life we aro apt to tee onfy the out- 
standing succomes, the crowning achioveruent, 
the ultimate triumph. Bot too often the years 
of arduous toil, of patinnt research, of bitter 
Aisappointment are overlooked. Let us recall, 
therelore, some of the difficultion and trials 
which befell young James Watt who, nigh on a 
Inundred and fifty years ago, in what was then 
the little Clydenide village of Greenock, worked 
and played and dreamt his wonderful dream of a 
oat steam age which was destined to transform 
the faco of the world. 

A Boy Genius, 

Watt, like many another gifted man’ of 
renin, ‘was handicapped at the start by his 
Seieate Iealth which, during childhood and 
ayhood, provented him from attending schoal, 
so that hie education was largely a home product. 
Fortunately, he was blewed with good parents, 
endowed with a typically Scottish love of 
‘education tind a praiseworthy desire to sce 
‘Uheie som rlao in the world. 

Watt's father, wo are told, had provided hie 
con seth a Kit of toola with which the lad used 
to repair the toys of his young companions, 
‘Thus early he showed signs of his mecfinnical 
genius, for, while still a mero boy, he constracted, 
fn small eleettical machine, the brilliant sparks 
from which were a source of wonder and arniso- 
‘ment to his young companions. To the wireless 
enthusiast “of to-day this conteivanco will 
perhaps instantly bring to mind the Marconi 
‘spark transmitter, and thas provide an interest- 
ing link between tho two great inventors, 


Living on Eight Shillings a Week, 

On leaving Grectock, young Watt came to 
Glasgow in order to acrve his time a4 a mathe. 
rmatial instrument maker ut filing to find 
dsuiteble employer, hedechled 16 try hisfertane 
in London, 1s London: be lived. on eight 
Pllings & week and lamented tho fact that ho 
‘could not liveon less! On his return to Glaagow

‘Experiments, however, were costly and he had 
to turn from his cugine to surveying, in oeder 
‘0 anpport his home, He surveyed the Cale- 
slonian Canal through m wild istrict at that time 
‘almost destitute of roads. "The routes propemed 
for the Forth and Clyde Canal and the Crinan 
Canal were also frst surveyed hy Watt, whilo 
he war responsible, too, for the improvement 
fof tho harbours at Aye, Port, Glasgow, and 
Greenock. 

‘The period was one of romarkablo antivity 
fn the construction of canals. Men wero begin- 
ing to wake up to the need of quicker means of

Changing the Face of the Earth, 

‘Watt's invention of the steam engine has 
truly transformed the faco of the earth. And 
in this work of transformation, Greenock and 
the Clyde have boen in the van. For the in: 
vention of the marine propeller we are indebted 
also to James Watt. Another man, James 
Goudie, who served his time and Jearned his 
trade in Greenock, built the Hoyal William, the 
first vemel to cross the Atlantic propelled 
wholly by steam. Henry Hell, the buibler of 
the Comet, was a familiar figure in Greenock, 
his vessel having been built in the adjoining 
town of Port Glasgow. 

Wo have now electricity joining forces with 
steam in the boneBcent wark of linking up the 
ends of the earth. What was began, one might 
famost say, on the Clyde by steam, has 
‘earried on by clectrio telegraph, the telephan 
Aviation, and lastly by wireless. Here the work 
‘of Watt and Marconi snect, oo thatto-day we live 
in a new earth where isolation ie no more. 


‘Tho Fint Public Wirsless Message, 

“About 1895, Marconi esme to England and 
was given the opportunity of displaying hie 
invention which, however, at that timo was 
‘ouly capable of transmitting over a distance af 
fat most a few hundred yards, In two years 
Ibe hind made such progress that messages were 
sent actos the Bristol Channel, By the close 
‘of tho ninetcenth century the English Chann 
hhad been similarly spsnned by wireless, About 
this time wireless telegraphy was rst employed 
for pres messages—a vesel belonging, I 
believe, to a Clyde shipping company being 
tilled for carrying the transmitting apparati 
fand to that great Scottish acientist, Lord Kelvin, 
‘was accorded the privilege of being the person 
to hand in the first paid public mesmge ever 
sncoepted for radio tranamission,
